Well, here we go again! You know those expensive 
catalytic convertors required on all 1975 cars were 
supposed to eliminate harmful exhaust emissions. 
Now federal Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
scientists fear the convertors may be causing more air 
pollution problems than they cure. The new exhaust 
systems apparently emit a mist of sulfuric acid in 
quantities sufficient to cause a possible health hazard 
in cities where there is high-traffic density. The 
problem, it is expected, wil! show up in from two to six 
years. 

Now the EPA is spending more money conducting 
accelerated research to determine possible health 
hazards posed by the new pollutants put out by the 
muffier system which it requires. The head of EPA’s 
Human Studies Division points out that sulfuric acid 
contamination in the air couid aggravate heart and iung 
diseases and be very tough on older persons and 
children with allergenic problems, such as asthma. It 
looks like the environmental protectors are going back 
to the drawing board, while the driving public pays the

It has been revealed that President 
Ford reads from a ghost-written 
script when he phones congratulatory 
messages to quarterbacks and other 
national monuments.

The recent Kirtland Commu- 
nity College Board ot Trustees 
decision {o vacate my office as 
a member of that Board must 
not go unchallenged by the 
people. It appears that the four 
votes of Mr, Boves, Or. Bon- 
trager, Mr. Eichler and Mr. 
Lance overrides the 2,817 votes 
of the people who voted for me 
to represent them on the Board 
last June (Dr. Oppy who brought 
up the issue of incompatibility 
was not at the meeting).

Tupper is guilty until proven 
innocent, which certainly seems 
contrary to the most basic 
democratic ideals of our nation. 

It would seem that the ques- 
tion of incompatibility (being on 
the KCC Board and a township 
clerk) coula nave been resoivea 
in a much more compatible 
way. For instance my lawyers, 
who say that incompatibility 
does not exist, stated that “the 
most appropriate way to resolve 
the issue and to protect the 
interests of all parties...is to 
(have the college) initiate action 
in the circuit court...to deter- 
mine your (my) right to serve as 
a member of the board.” This 
my attorneys say “would be far 
more responsible and in keep- 
ing with the public Interest."

Dear Sir: 

This letter includes two sub- 
jects; First-Citizen Band Ra- 
dios; secondly-a very sick radio 
operator. (sick-sick) 

There are about one million 
Citizen Band Radio (CB) fi- 
censes in use in this country. 
That means that only about one 
out of two hundred persons 
knows about CB. We who know 
can use it to help ourselves and 
other people when in distress, 
without the lengthy chore of 
looking for a telephone. This 
means of communication has 
been used in disasters where 
telephones have been knocked 
out. There are many CB-ers in 
Crawford County, both mem- 
bers of the AuSable Emergency 
Hadio f@am and nva-iuenbers, 
ready to serve if the occasion 
should arise. So far you have 
seen us only on parade patrol. 
You can not hear the distress 
calls we have answered for 
wreckers, gasoline or the need 
of law officers and ambulances. 

Now it must seem that CB is 
all goody-goody. Not so. We 
have far too many operators for 
whom it is merely a hobby, or 
even worse - a toy. 

On December 5, 1974 we had 
in this area a very sick CB-er 
with his toy. At about 8:45 p.m. 
on that date a MAY-DAY cail 
was heard on our Emergency 
Channel! $. | am sure that you 
that may-day is an inter. 


ANG 
national “no-no” except in case 
of extreme danger. This station 
was reporting a camper on fire 
and a heart attack 
one-half mile west of Frederic. 
He feigned ignorance of area, 
being fram Detroit, and could 
not give an exact location. This 
report was picked up by a CB 
station near Mancelona and 
relayed to the Kaikaska Co. 
Sheriff's Dept. by telephone. 
They in turn relayed to the 
Crawford Co. Sheriff by radio. 
Crawford then dispatched depu- 
ties and the Frederic Fire Dept. 
to look for this incident. It 
turned out to be a hoax. A hoax 
to which any of us, wanting to 
help in time of need, could fall 
prey. 

This action involved two mal- 
feasances by the perpetrator of 
this stupid fraud. To the Federal 
Communications Commission 
it would be mis-use of a 
broadcasting station. It could 
cost the culprit anything from 
the loss of his license (if he had 
one) to 3 heavy fine. To a law 
officer would be considered 
giving a false report to a police 
officer.
